FIENDISH REDSKINS. 


Pat Hcauesiy, Uie Old Freighter, lUlln 


Thirty Indians—His 
Wlnchciter Plajs 


Out—A 
Boston Tenderfoot Wio Hud 


Grit at tho Pinch. 
Quite direct runs the old trail south- 


ward from Arkansas City, Kan., to Okla- 
homa City. Along this trail tho travel- 
er's eager eye beholds a monument 
erected out of native stone. Here lies 
the body of brave Pat Hennessy, who 
•vvas murdered by the Cheyenne Indians 
in 1876. Many are the tiles told of Pat 
and his many narrow escapes from tho 
red devils of the plain. Of those it is not 
tho puiposo to speak r.t present, bi.t to 
record his last great fight, w here Pat 
proved himself a very Uatling g\m of 
death to his implacable foes. Pat is well 
remembered as au old time Fort Sill 
freighter, and at the time of his tragical 
death vcas on his way from Caldwell, 
Kan., to tho fort with six wagons and 
three trail wagons. 
With him v*ere 


three men. One of these, a passenger, 
a tenderfoot from Boston, had a gieai 
desire to lull an Indian. John Konson 
•was his name. He little knew how soon 
he would get more killing than ho want- 
ed and undergo an experience beldom 
equaled in border tragedies. 


TOE BOSTONIAN'S CNERRISO FIRE. 


One afternoon, shortly after they had 


cone into camp, they were attacked by a 
band of 800 or 400 Cheyenne braves with 
all the suddenness nnd terrible ferocity 
peculiar" to Indian warfare. Hennessy 
saw them coming and instantly ordered 
the men to run for a canyon just west of 
the trail. They misunderstood the direc- 
tion, and instead of webt took the trail 
north. The mistake hastened their doom. 
With wild yells of savugo delight the 
Jndnns circled around the three men 
Koriion was left behind in the race. He 
saw Indians on every side. No chance 
of escape, death certain. His alarm \vas 
over. The tenderfoot was a man. 
With 


a rapidity that indicated a previous train- 
ing, ne raised his Winchester and fired 
into the Indians with shots so quick they 
almost seemed one. Deadly shooting, 
|fcoo, for five painted warriors had gone 
4own, their death cry ringing out and 
mingling with the dog like snarls of 
/several who were wounded, Tho In- 
dians retuincd the firo and the three 
«yhite men fell. 


Old Pat saw the fight from his retreat 


in the rocks. His mind had undergone 
a great change in regai d to the man from 
JJoston, and sis the savages rushed in to 
scalp the three fallen men his own deadly 
Winchester carne to his shoulder, the 
Bights caught the dusky form of a big 
Indian just in theactof scalping Korison. 
The rifle belched forth its messenger of 
death, and a red fiend sprang high into 
the air, then sank aown, fatill and clpad. 
It was not that liend of the plains, Blark 
Scar, but another redskin, \\ ho, rushing 
/orward to try for tho scalp of Korison 
met iiis own well deserved fate from the 
sure aim of Pat. 
With yells of fury, the 


Indians left the threo prostrate forms to 
attack their more formidable enemy, and 
from the belts of tliree bucks theie 
dangled tho scalps of three whites. 


Hennessy vvas well prepared for de- 


fense, on immense rock behind, rocks at 
the side and in front also, which was the 
only point at which an attack could be 
made, and there over the rock gleamed 
with deadly menace his ID-shot Win- 
chester, fc. vift now and hot the 0ght 
Over 800 ag,.inst one, but that one cool 
determined and desperate, a host in him- 
self. Jnto the advancing horde go rifle 
balls on errands of death, killing and 
\vounding as they tear through tho red 
ranks. With insane courage the savages 
rush up v\ ithin ten yards of tho rock. 
Pat no longer sighted his gun; he resta 
it on a rock, cockb it with hand and pulls 
the lever and tiigger with the other, and 
point blank into the red dei ils ho sepds 
an almost continuous stream of leaden 
balls. They waver, break, retreat, but 
only for a moment. 


HIS FIRINO CEASED. 


The chief has been killed, but Black 


Scar takes command, waves aloft the 
scalp of Korison, points to the dead 
braves, calls for vejigcance and orders 
the fight to be received. This time the 
attack is made in front and at both sides 
If they can scale the rocks at the sides, 
Pat will bo at their mercy, From tho 
death dealing point in front tho good old 
Winchester again pours forth its terrible 
destruction, and at tho loud command cf 
Black Scar they surge round in front, 
face to face with their desperate foo. 
Pat's revolver, a self cocker, does deadly 
work, fired into the yelling mass ten feet 
away, the last load gone, and again the 
Winchester at close range covers the 
ground with dead and dying. The red 
monsters are forced back irorn that death -, 
vomiting rock, back from a single gun, 
ba,ck from one man, back from brave 
Pat Hennessy. 


In a few moments tho whole band 


would hava fled, when suddenly tho fir- 
ing ceased. Pat's gun had become BO 
dirty nnd hot by such constant firing 
that, horrible to relate, while attempting 
to put in a cartridge it stv ck fast and could 
not bo forced either in or out. The In- 
diana supposed ho was out of ammuni- 
tion and with savage yells rushed in to 
Bcouro their prize. Pat met them with 
clubbed gun, and broken heads and bones 
were plenty as they carno within sweep 
of his strong arms in tho death struggle, 
but those behind fatill pressed on and he 
was soon overpowered and secured. In- 
furiated at the loss of BO many of their 
number, they took poor Pat, tore his 
scalp from his head, bound him to one 
of his own wagon wheels, emflBed sacks 
of oats around him and set them on fire. 
Just as they commenced their devilish 
torture and dance around their victim 
ihey heard a shot echo from the dis- 
tance. Tha alarm 
v% as raised that the 
soldiers were coming and tho stampede 
at once began. Picking up the « ounded 
and some of the dead, the Indians 
mounted their horses and scampered off. 


The evening shades gathered darkly 


and all was still as the fire burned and 
the spirit of brave Pat passed away and 
round rest in the land of the hereafter 


There ho was buried the next day by 


eom& other freighters. 
The bodied of 


tairty dead Indians were also found and 
were afterward removed by theii red 
brothers. Pat was known as a brave 
man. L.IS friends have erected ajiead- 
Btono simply inscribed tvith his namo 
and date of his dtath. And thus is 
marked the grave o£ a hero and the spot 
on which occurred the most rernarkaLlc 
tight of one man against eo manv re- 
corded in border annals.—St. Louis 1;0- 
public.

The opportunities for compar-

Propogert Amendments to mining Laws. 


Below will be found a copy of a proposed 


bill (o amend the mining 
laws. The 


original of the bill passed the Senate May 
24,"1888, and while pending in the Hoaae 
Committee on Mines and Mining it was 
extensively commented upon by the press, 
miners, etc. la conformity with the 
•mggestions offered Senator Stewart re- 
drafted the bill, and after its examination 
ind approval by Senator Teller he submit- 
ted it to the House Committee, at a meeting 
held January 10, 1889. It was carefully 
considered by the committee, amended in 
one or two slight particulars and its Chair- 
man authorized to report it to the House. 
The bill published contains all the amend- 
ments mada by the committee and Senator 
Stewart. 


As it failed to become a law he will roin- 


troauce it in the next session of the Senate, 
subject to such modifications as it may be 
deemed necessary to make. He ia anxious 
to have its provisions folly understood and

2. That Section 2,324 of the Bo- 


vised Statutes be amended so us to read: 
"SEC. 
2,324. The miners of each raining 


district may make regulations, not ia con- 
flict with the laws o( the United States, 
or with the laws o£ the State or Territory 
iu which tha district is situated, governing 
the location, manner of recording the 
amount of work necessary to hold posses- 
sion of a mining claim, subject tt> tha fol- 
lowing requirements; 


"The location mast bs distinctly marked 


on the ground by posts or monuments no 
that ita boundaries can be readily traced. 
All records of mining claims hereafter 
made shall contain the name or iiames of 
the locators, the date of the location, and 
such a description of the clain or claims 
located as will identify the claim. 


"Go. each claim located after the 10th 


day of May, 1872, and until paymunt of 
the purchass money and a certificate of 
entry has been issued therefor, not less 
than $100 worth of labor shal.' ha per- 
formed or improvements made during each 
year. 


"On all claims located prior to the 10th 


day of May, 1872, §10 worth ol labor shall 
be performed or improvements made dar- 
ing each year for each 100 {set in length 
along the vein oatil paymuat ol the pur- 
chase money and a certificate of entry has 
been issued therefor; aud {or aaoh 20 
notes of placer claims, and for each subdi- 
vision thereof less than 20 acres, $25 worth 
of labor shall ba performed or improve- 
ments made daring each year nntil pay- 
ment of the purchase money and a certifi- 
cate of entry shall be issued tbureof. 


"Bat where several adjoining claims, 


not exceeding five, whether the same ba 
lode or placer claims, are owned or held by 
the same person, association or corpora- 
tion, and the sam of $5,000 or more is ex- 
pended iu any one year in good faith for 
the development of all of the claims go 
owned or held, not exceeding fivp, there 
shall be no requirement tut separate labor 
or improvements to be performed or mode 
on the several claims so owned or held dur- 
ing such year. 


"The year within which the stmnal labor 


or improvements required to be parformed 
or made by thia section shall commence at 
12 o'clock meridian on the first day of Oc- 
tober of each year; Provided, That upon 
claims located previous to tbo first flay of 
March in any year the anmiijl labor or im- 
provements shall be performed or made on 
such claim for that year prior to 12 o'clock 
meridian of the first day of October next 
succeeding; and upon claims located after 
the last day of February and prior to 12 
o'clock meridian of the last dny of Octobsr 
in any year the annual labor or improve- 
ments required shall 09 performed or made 
prior to 12 o'clock meridian of the first 
day of the nest following October.
